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Alford Sentenced 


To San Quentin WATER CONDITIONS| BUSINESS SECTION 





F. E. Alford, former city man- 
ager of Ontario, was this morning 
sentenced to San Quentin peni- 
tentiary, by Superior Judge J. W. 
Mahon. 

After a sensational trial lasting 
many days Alford was convicted 
on five counts of thefts from the 
treasury of the City of Ontario, 
by a jury of twelve men late 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Alford appeared for sentence 
before Superior Judge Mahon at 
ten o’clock this morning and 
immediately the former City Man- 
ager’s attorneys filed a motion 
for a new trial, which was 
promptly denied. 

In turn Alford’s attorneys filed 
a motion for a rest of Judgment; 
motion for intent of Probable 
cause; motion for bail all of 
which were denied. 

Sentence was then pronounced, 
as follows: 

Alford was sentenced to San 
Quentin to serve from one to ten 
years on counts 1, 2 and 3 run- 
ning concurrently; and 1 to 10 
years on counts 4 and 5 running 
concurrently. 


Miss Erna Lamson, former secreé- 
tary to Fred E. Alford, convicted of 
embezzling large sums of money from 
the City of Ontario, and herself one 
of the central ‘figures in the trial, 
was yesterday discharged from «her 
position as secretary to Prof. George 
P. Weldon of the faculty of the 
Chaffey Junior College of Agricul- 
ture. 

Miss Lamson’s testimony was one 
of the sensations of the trial. She 
declared she was in a room adjoin- 
ing Alford’s office and heard City 
& bribe 

she offered as evidence shorthand 
notes which she alleged she took at 
the time: . ; ‘ 

The State disproved her testimony 
with that of three witnesses, Mr.

and Walter L. Brown, Los Angeles 
business man. All of them testified 
no such conversation took place as 
related by Miss Lamson. Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney M. O. Hert made a 
caustic attack on the girl’s testimony 
in his argument to the jury. 

Feeling in Ontario over the situa- 
tion has ‘been intense, it was report- 
ed yesterday. 

When questioned about the matter, 
C. ‘C. Graber, of the Chaffey board, 

- Stated that while the board paid Miss 
Lamson’s salary, it had nothing to 
do with her hire or discharge, she 
being employed by Prof. Weldon. 
Mr. Graber declared, however, that 


he had been informed of her dis- 
charge. 

Professor Weldon could not be 
reached yesterday afternoon, but 


Dean Charles J. Booth, of the Chaf- 
fey Agricultural College, admitted 
that “she is no longer in our em- 
ploy.” 

Miss Lamson went to San Bernar- 
dino yesterday to see Mr. Alford, ac- 
companying members of Alford’s fam- 
ily. 

“Miss Lamson told me of her dis- 
charge,” said Alford. “She told me 
that Dean Booth called her into the 
office and in the presence of Pro- 
fessor Weldon fold her that because 
of her interest in my case she was 
discharged. She told him that she 
couldn’t help it, that she had been 
subpoenaed and had told the truth. 

“The action of the school author- 
ities is an outrage. After my arrest 
she was told that if she continued 
to live at my house she yould be 
discharged, and to save her position 
she moved.” 

On Monday Miss Lamson offered 
to present what she declared were 
the shorthand notes of the conver- 
sation, stating she had taken the 
words in shorthand while secreted in 
an adjoining room. She read her 
notes to the court, after the jury had 
been excused, and Judge J. W. Mahon 
refused to permit the defense to of- 
fer the alleged transcript before the 
jury. 

Seek Publication of Yestimony 

Friends of the defense then sought 
to secure publication of the testi- 
mony the court had rejected. Mrs. 
W. J. Dozier, aunt of Alford, pleaded 
with newspaper men to print the 
transcript of the alleged conversa- 
tion. 

Because the court had refused to 
permit the jury to hear the testi- 
mony, newspapers, as a matter of 
ethics, declined to become a party 
to conveying through their columns 
to members of the jury the rejected 
testimeny, and Miss Lamson’s tran- 
script was never printed.

,On the witness stand, Miss Lamson 
said she was in a room adjoining 
Alford’s office when Mr. Latimer is 
alleged to have asked the ex-city 
manager for a bribe. She exhibited 
a notebook in which she said she 
wrote the \conversation between Mr. 
Latimer and Alford, which Latimer 
denied and which two, other state 
witnesses also said was false. 
Judge Mahon excused the jurors 
while Alford’s attorneys argued to be 
permitted to introduce the short- 
hand transcript which Miss Lamson 
‘testified that she wrote. Attorney 
Walter E. Byrne, representing the 
state, denounced the transcript and 
Judge Mahon quickly ruled that the 
notes were inadmissible.

A eonerete roadway now leads from Los Angeles and the 
lesser cities of Riverside and San Bernardino almost to West- 
moreland.

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QUEENSLAND 


Shearing Sheep in West Queensland. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 
clety, Washington, D. C.) 


That there is a constant evolution 
in government is pointed out many 
times, with our 48 states and their 
peaceful experiments as illustrations. 
But even more radical changes are tak- 
ing place, equally peacefully, in other 
parts of the world. Queensland, Aus- 


tralia, has made the most marked 
change of recent years in govern- 
mental machinery in the English 


speaking world by abolishing its sen- 
ate and making its legislative body 
into a one-chambered parliament. 

This commonwealth, which has al- 
tered so strikingly the traditional Brit- 
ish idea of a parliament, is one of the 
six sovereign states of Australia, 
which, like the units of the United 
States, are bound into a federation 
yet are free to shape their own affairs 
with relatively slight limitations. 
Queensland—and Australia, too, for 
that matter, loses In apparent size be- 
cause of its great distance from us. 
In reality it is a huge state, com- 
pletely dwarfing Texas, our largest 
commonwealth. Its coast-line is more 
than 2,200 miles long and is equiva- 
lent to that of the eastern United 
States from northern Massachusetts 
—-down the Atlantic, around Florida 
and to Mobile. It has an area of 
670,000 square miles. 

Since Queensland ig located in the 
southern hemisphere, its hot regions 
are to the north, its cooler regions to 
the south. Its northernmost projec- 
tion, Cape York Peninsula, may, then, 
be compared roughly to Florida, 
though Cape York is much closer to 
the equator. To be as close to the 
equator as Queensland, Florida would 
have to be moved some 1,200 miles 
farther south until Key West touched 
the Isthmus of Panama. If Australla 
could be towed to our part of the 
world, where we could compare it with 
the regions we know, It would have 
to be turned about so that the warm 
regions would correspond. If it can 
be imagined that this were done and 
Cape York placed near the Canal 
Zone, so extensive is the state of 
Queensland that tt would cover most 
of the vast expanse of the Qulf of 
Mexico. 

Best Developed in the South. 

Naturally, colonization In Queens- 
land began along its southern coast, 
its mildest region climatically. Thanks 
to its mountains which parallel the 
coast, the climate of the state {s not 
as hot as Its latitude would indicate. 
The far northern section, however, !s 
truly tropical and it has not been de- 
veloped to any great extent. In the 
southern and middle sections are 
thriving ports and cities. Brisbane, 
the capital, 1s about the size of Bridge- 
port, Conn,, or Houston, Fex. The 
State’s population of about three-quar- 
ters of a million—approximately that 
of Oregon—is almost wholly of British 
origin, 

The development of the tropical por- 
tions of Queensland has been slower 
than that of similar regions in other 
parts of the world because of the de- 
termination of the citizens of the state 
and of the entire commonwealtb to 
maintain a “white Australia.” The 
black and yellow races have been ex- 
cluded in recent years. Not more than 
20,000 of the black aborigines remain 
in the state, and they are steadily de- 
creasing in numbers. 

To help the development toward a 
“white Australia’ the federal govern 
ment grants a bounty on sugarcane 
raised by white labor, and a sufficient 
sugar Industry has been bullt up tn 
the fertile coast valleys of Queensland 
to supply Australia’s needs,  Aus- 
trulla’s handling of Queensland's sugar 
erop indicates that the federal gov- 
ernment, as well as Queensland, ts 
eapable of striking out into new fields 
governmentally. All the sugar is 
taken over by the Australian govern- 
ment, and a virtual government mo- 
nopoly created. Contracts are made 
for the refining, and both wholesale 
and retail prices are controlled. 

Cotton Growing Died Out. 

Some day Queensland may develop 
into a cotton producing region, for 
both climate and soil are favorable. 
Just at present, however, the “white 
Australia” policy makes thts as diffi- 


“Lone Star State” 


The nickname is derived from the 
flag of that state, which dates from 
1886 when the republic of Texas was 
formed, After winning their independ- 
ence from Mexico, the people of Texas 
decided upon a national flag, the most 
conspicuous feature of which was a 
singre star. The present state flag of 
Texas consists of a blue perpendicular 
bar next to the staff, onethird the 
leneth of the flag, with a star of five 
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cult as it might be in the American 
South if no black labor were avail- 
able. During the American Civil war, 
when cotton was scarce in the world 
markets and the price high, Queens- 
land found it profitable to grow the 
textile. After the price fell it was 
even possible to keep the industry 
alive so long as Kanaka labor from 
the South Sea islands was to be had. 
But when these black laborers were 
deported cotton growing, never really 
important, practically died out. 

There has been a certain parallelism 
in the development of Australia and 
North America. A mountain range, 
situated roughly like the Appalachians, 
extends parallel with the eastern coast 
from 50 to 150 miles inland. In this 
favored strip the first settlements 
were made, and for many years 
nothing was known about the region 
to the west. Over behind its moun- 
tains Queensland has a great plains 
region like that of the United States. 
It is in that portion of Queensland 
that Australia’s great cattle industry 
centers. The huge ranchesa—called 
“stations’—cover thousands of acres 
like those In the American Southwest, 
and of the 14,000,000 cattle on the 
continent about half are in Queens- 
land. 

Cattle raising is the really domi- 
nant industry of Queensland and has 
had its effect on the economic side of 
the governmental machinery. There 
are state-operated cattle ranches, 
state abattoirs and even retail meat 
shops run by the state. The state 
goes still farther into the matter of 
food distribution by operating fisher: 
les and conducting retail fish stores. 


State Owns Most of the Land. 

The pioneer age is not past in 
Queensland, despite its well developed 
southern coast region. Over the moun- 
tains to the west and northwest In 
the tropical country pioneers are still 
carving ont a new country and bring- 
ing it under fence or plow. The state 
still owns staggering areas of land. 
Only about 6 per cent of the state's 
total area has been alienated or Is in 
process of alienation. And Queens- 
land means to hold on to the greater 
part of this public domain forever. 
The policy has beem adopted in recent 
years of merely leasing the soll. The 
only exception is in the case of the 
“prickly pear’ regions, where small 
tracts are given outright to settlers in 
return of the eradication of this stub- 
born cactus pest. 

Brisbane, the capital of Queensland, 
a town nearly as large as Atlanta, Ga., 
is on the coast near the southern line 
of the state, and so ts In a region of 
relatively mild climate. Its latitude 
compares closely with that of Tampa, 
Fla. Semi-tropical flowers and fruits 
make possible charming settings. But 
Brisbane cannot claim beauty. Though 
this is country in which white ants 
are numerous and destructive, wood 
seems to be the favorite bullding ma- 
tertal. And many of the = smaller 
buildings are roofed with unsightly 
corrugated iron, The river which 
runs through the city {s lined with 
packing plants and factortes, 

How far Queensland has swung its 
governmental pendulum is shown by 
the fact that it was one of the two 
states of the Australian common- 
wenlth in which the senate or upper 
house had members elected for life by 
the British crown. There was thus in 
existence a sort of colonial “House of 
Lords.” The members of the single 
chamber which fs left fn Queensland 
are elected and the state, without a 
“conservative balance-wheel,” becomes 
the most deniccratic of the common- 
wealth's units,

mined Motorists Shall Be 
Ready for Any Emergency. 


“A man driving an automobile which 
has defective brakes is as much an 
enemy of society as a gunman,” de- 
elared Magistrate Simms in the New 
York City Traffic court when he im- 
posed fines ranging from $25 to $50 
each on motorists who were arrested 
by the brake inspection squad of the 
department of public safety. The fines 
were paid by the prisoners who were 
convicted of operating pleasure cars, 
taxicabs and motor trucks with bad 
brakes. In imposing the fines, the 
court warned the accused that a sec- 
ond conviction would mean a term in 
the workhouse. 

Result of Accidents. 

The department of public safety is 
engaged in a city-wide campaign to 
induce motorists to give necessary 
attention to brakes. This drive is a 
result of an epidemie of automobile 
accidents which caused more than a 
dozen deaths in one week. The brake 
inspection squad is operating in every 
borough of Greater New York. Officers 
use automobiles and watch others. 
When a machine is seen to be using 
brakes that have not been adjusted 
it is halted and the brakes are in- 
spected. If they are in bad condition 
the driver is given a summons to ap- 
pear in traffic court where Magistrate 
ines and

Due to Bad Brakes. 

Results of the recent investigation 
in the Borough of Brooklyn show that 
&0 per cent of all auto accidents are 
due to bad brakes, Several cities have 
sent safety experts to ascertain the 
methods employed in New York to 
curb this evil. At least a dozen other 
municipalities have inaugurated brake 
inspection campaigns which have re- 
sulied in a decrease in the number of 


; accidents. 


The New York city brake inspection 
work is being conducted under the dl- 
rection of Marcus Dow, president of 
the National Safety council, which re- 
cently made public statistics showing 
that more than 12,000 persons were 
victims of automobile accidents in this 


| country fast year. 


At present police officers connected 
with the department of public safety 
are delivering a series of lectures on 
brake adjustment at daily meetings 
of motorists held in public garages, 
associations.

POLICE CHIEF GIVES 
SOUND SAFETY RULES 


Head of Pennsylvania Troopers 
Promulgates Fifteen Tips to 
Reduce Accidents, 


Maj. Lynn G. Adams, superintend- 
ent of the Pennsylvania state police 
force, recently promulgated the fol- 
lowing simple rules which, he said, if 
observed by all motorists, would re- 
duce the number of accidents on the 
highways 95 per cent. The rules are 
as follows: 

1. Read the automobile laws of your 
state carefully. 

2. Never travel at a high rate of 
speed over a road with which you are 
unfamiliar. 

8. Never drive, at any time, on the 
wrong side of the highway. 

4. Heed warning signs. 

5. Never pass, or attempt to pass, 
a car going in the same direction at 
the crest of a hill or on a curve, 

6. Never stop your car just over 
the brow of a hill or just around a 
curve. 

7. Never follow a car traveling at 
a high rate of speed at less distance 
than 53) yards. 

8. If you wish to pass another gar 
going in your direction choose a long, 
straight stretch of road. 

9. When you are traveling at a 
chosen rate of speed don’t “speed up” 
because someone attempts to pass you. 

10. Make careful und frequent in- 
spections and tests of your brakes, 

11. Never use bulbs of higher can- 
dlepower than those prescribed by 
law for your lenses. 

12, Inspect your tail light frequent- 
ly. This light marks the position of | 
your car for the following driver, who 
may be facing Hight of an oncoming 
automobile. 

18. Remember that the taking of a 
human life by doing a lawful act in | 
an unlawful manner is Involuntary | 
manslaughter, a crime punishable by 
a prisor sentence. 

14. Remember that every time you 
“take a chance” you are gambling— 
with the lives of other people as the 
“stakes.”

BOY SCOUTS FOREST AIDES 


An important achievement of boy 
scouts in every part of the country is 
their work in forest protection. Nu- 








| merous reports of active and enthusi- 
| astic work tell of these boys’ pre- 
| paredness, 
| conserving our forests, which mean so 
| much to scouting, as well as to all the 


courage and training in 


people of this land. Pennsylvania has 
recently awarded 100 medals for valor 
and efliciency in forestry conservation 
to boy scouts of that state. During 
the summer camping season in the 
state of Washington a small town was 
saved by scouts camping nearby from 
a terrific forest fire that was rapidly 
spreading to the edge of the town. In 
Idaho the scouts during their vacation 


| manned observation posts in the for- 


est’s heart and signaled to the chief 
forester news of ‘any conflagrations 
which they detected. Talks have been 
made by the boys in homes, schools, 
theaters and before business clubs giv- 
ing facts about the damage from fire. 
Parades have been arranged and 
posters and leaflets distributed. Feld 
tests also have been conducted to show 
the right way to build and extinguish 
fires. 

When it is realized that two-thirds 
of the original forests of the United 
States have already been culled, cut- 
over or burned; that today we are cut- 
ting more of every ciass or timber 
than we are growing, and that we are 
using up three and one-half times as 
fast as they are grown the trees too 
small for the sawmill, but upon which 
our future lumber supply depends, the 
significance of the scouts’ work is 
more fully understood. 

In the state of New York alone, “the 
scouts have already planted hundreds 
of acres of trees and are ready to do 
more to reclaim idle land and to re- 
duce forest fire hazard,” says J. A. 
Simmons of the New York State For- 
estry association. 

Yonkers, N. Y., set an interesting 
record last spring when in a single aft- 
ernoon 12 troops planted 5,000 trees 
on the city watershed. 

In the fall on Columbus day the Al- 
bany (N. Y.) scouts planted 4,000 
trees at their camp on Kinderhook 
lake, . Another excellent piece of work 
was that accomplished by the 25 
scouts of Malone, N. Y., who last spring 
planted 5,000 white pine trees in the 
Community forest.

LEGION WILL WAR ON DOPE 


Americanism Commission Director 
Powell Makes First Announcement 
of Organization's Activity. 








Ninety-five per cent of the ever-In- 
creasing dope peddlers in America are 
of alien birth or parentage, declared 
Garland W. Powell, director of the 
Americanism commission of the Amert- 
can Legion, in an address at Indianapo- 
lis recently. 
the drug menace is not checked this 
country will become a drug-soaked na- 
tion within 25 years. 

This is the first official announce- 
ment that the American Legion would 
enter the war on illicit narcotic deal- 
ers and dispensers of habit-forming 
drugs. Mr. Powell urged that the re- 
striction of immigration to this coun- 
try would check the traffic in dope 
and that the Legion would proceed to 
that end. 

In describing the activities of the 
dope peddlers, Mr. Powell mude these 
assertions : 

“One person in every seventy-three 
uses drugs as a habit. There are 1,- 
500,000 persons now in America who 
cannot face existence without drugs, 


and who are swiftly sinking into a con- | 


dition of hopelessness and death. 
“The death of the drug addict is pre- 
meditated murder on the part of the 


peddler, for he knows the fatal result | 


of the habit, If I were in a position 
to Introduce a bill In congress or In 
state legislatures, I wotwid make capt- 
tal punishment the penalty for ped- 
dling drugs.”
